Now, instead of spending four days 
a week with her eldest girls, she 
will only see them on the weekends. 
“I have done so much to become a 
better person, it was like a slap in the 
face at first,” Messer, who completed 
a 30 -day stay at a treatment facil- 
ity for anxiety and depression this 
June, tells Us in a no-holds-barred 
interview. “It hurt me. It made me 
angry.” But it didn’t entirely surprise 
her. Utility company technician 
Corey — expecting daughter Remi 
with wife of two years Miranda, 

25, this January — had long been 
gunning for a change. In 2014 he 
slammed Messer for not getting Ali 
to the physical-therapy appoint- 
ments designed to help her muscular 
dystrophy. He also accused Messer 
of abusing prescription pills, forcing 
her to take a court-mandated drug 
test, which she passed. At their next 
go-round — an August 24 hearing — 
he again brought up his kids’ truancy 
and lateness, this time at their West 
Virginia kindergarten. “Leah just 
wasn’t getting them to school,” ex- 
plains a source. “They were missing 
and they were tardy.” 

But Messer believes his real 
motivation is money (“I think child 
support has a lot to do with it,” she 
says, noting he was paying $800 a 
month) and a desire to keep his wife 
happy. “When him and Miranda 
first met, that’s when he started the 
full-custody thing,” she tells Us. “It 
hasn’t stopped since then.” Now, 
Messer is fighting back. “I filed the 
motion to reconsider because of a lot 
of the mistakes that the court had 
made,” she says, insisting that her 
girls were only late to school once 
on her watch. “At the end of the day, 
my kids are going to be happy, and I 
don’t care what I have to do to make 
them happy.” 

I A WATCHED CLOCK 

The duo’s most recent custody 
skirmish stems from the late bell. 
“The judge said he was doing this 
switch to ensure the kids’ ‘timely at- 
tendance at school,”’ Messer’s lawyer 
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Calvert (in 2014) 
recently 
started dating 
fellow parent 
Brooke Wehr. 



A FIGHT FOR BABY ADDIE? 


A fter reports surfaced that 
a police officer had found 
2-year-old Adalynn wandering 
away from Messer's West Virginia 
home last month, ex Jeremy Calvert is 
rethinking Messer's primary custody, 
says a source. One stumbling block: 
The pipeline engineer frequently 
travels around the country for work, 
and "will have to change jobs if he 
does seek custody," says an insider. 

A friend says Calvert could relocate — 
"He told me himself that he is willing 
to do that" — but has not pursued 
legal action yet. 

LEAH'S WORRIES Messer doesn't 
believe he ever will. She says the 


report of Addie's so-called adventure 
isn't true. "She had literally walked 
outside for a second," the mom tells 
Us. "I had to put chains up on the 
door." And Messer's relationship with 
ex-husband Calvert (they finalized the 
end of their three-year marriage in 
June) isn't fraught with the same ten- 
sion she has with Corey. "Jeremy and 
I, we get along great," says Messer. 
"We communicate for Addie." For 
that reason, says Messer, she doesn't 
worry he'd make a play for more 
custody. However, she adds, "the 
situation with Corey has brought fear 
to me because I didn't do anything 
wrong for that to happen." 




Lyne Ranson tells Us. Punctuality 
had been a goal of Messer’s as well. 
When her girls were in prekinder- 
garten last year, they sometimes 
showed up late or skipped entirely 
due to her own intense narcolepsy, 
she admits. “I did have the issues 
with the sleep disorder,” she explains 
to Us. But with the new school year, 
she left her West Virginia home 
at 6:45 each morning to make the 
20 -minute trek to the girls’ new 
kindergarten. Though she admits to 
one slip — blaming the 15-minute 
drop-off line — she insists the girls 
were on time through the month of 
August.

meeting. “I talked to the superin- 
tendent,” she says, “and I’m sending 
them the [time-stamped] pictures 
I took to prove the girls were not 
tardy. They’re going to take them 
off” (School officials could not be 
reached for comment.) 

I PILL PREDICAMENT 

Messer says she’s used to having to 
prove herself. In their 2014 custody 
battle, Corey accused the mom of 
three (she has daughter Addie with 
ex-husband Jeremy Calvert, 26) of 
abusing prescription pills. “I was 
just worried about her driving down 


the road, jacked up, with the girls in 
the back,” he said on the show of re- 
questing she take a drug test. After 
she passed, says Messer, he dropped 
it — only to bring it up again on 
the October 7 season 6 reunion. 
Dismissing Messer’s claims that she 
sought treatment for anxiety and 
depression, he said locals frequently 
spoke of Messer’s drug use. “People 
. . . would randomly come up to me 
in public, around our small town, 
telling me how bad they’ve seen 
you on drugs.” 

Messer insists those are just ru- 
mors. She’s been open about taking 
antianxiety medication after Ali’s 
2013 muscular dystrophy diagnosis 
and a mix of hydrocodone, Percocet 
and Tylenol 3 due to a botched 
epidural during Addie’s 2013 birth. 
But now she’s clean. “I’ve had to take 
drug tests, and not just a regular 
pee drug test,” she says. “I’ve had to 
take hair follicle drug tests.” Corey 
pressing the issue is hurtful, says 
Messer: “You would think that a 
father would want the best for his

Corey and I still have something for 
each other.” (Miranda could not be 
reached for comment, but the Corey 
insider calls that charge “crazy.”) 

For her part, Messer says, she has 
no interest in continuing her messy 
romance with Corey. (A quick recap: 
The pair split soon after having the 
twins, only to reunite and marry, 
then break up again when Corey 
learned shed cheated on him. They 
briefly flirted with reconciling, 
but Messer chose to wed Calvert.) 

“I couldn’t care less about their 
relationship,” says Messer. “I want 
them to be happy. But if I can’t get 
along with them, this is going to be 
a nonstop fight.” The Corey insider 
insists they’re not waging war. “This 
is not about money or attacking 


Leah,” says the source. “They’re 
just concerned about the safety 
and well-being of the children.” 

Right now, the twins “are mis- 
erable” about the separation, says 
Messer.

While Corey is the one on the 
offensive, Messer believes his wife 
is calling the plays.

F or better or for worse. 
Since her estranged 
husband, Lamar 
Odom, was found 
unconscious and near 
death at a Nevada brothel 
October 13, Khloe Kar- 
dashian has lived up to the 
vow she made at the pair’s 
2009 nuptials. She asked a 
judge to refrain from sign- 
ing the divorce agreement 
she and Odom finalized 
in July. She temporarily 
cooled her four-month 
romance with NBA star 
James Harden. And she 
canceled a press tour for 
her book. Strong Looks 
Better Naked, in order 
to spend time by Odom’s 
bedside at L.A.’s Cedars- 
Sinai Medical Center. 

In Odom’s first days of 
recovery, Khloe even gave 
up the comfort of her 
$7.2 million Calabasas, 
California, house. Instead, 


she curled up on a cot at 
the Nevada hospital where 
Odom, 36, was initially 
rushed after a three-day 
cocaine and alcohol binge, 
which triggered multiple 
strokes. Says a Kardashian 
insider, “Her life revolves 
around him now.” 

Which is precisely what 
worries Khloe’s family. 
Though they are relieved 
their in-law survived the 
harrowing nightmare, the 
Kardashians — especially 
matriarch Kris Jenner — 
are concerned that Khloe, 
31, may reconcile with 
her beloved but troubled 
“Lammy.”

for addiction. Another 
insider agrees. “They’re 
worried,” says the source. 
“They know Khloe will do 
what she wants to do.” 

I BABY STEPS 

With or without his ex, 
Odom faces a long and 
painstaking recovery. 
Because of the stress 
his body endured, he 
“definitely needs a kidney 
transplant,” says a Khloe 
source. And he may never 
regain full brain function 
after the havoc the strokes 
wreaked. “He can say a 
few words,” continues 
the source, “but he can’t 
speak in full sentences. 
The doctors just don’t 
know the extent of all the 
damage yet. There are still 
a lot of tests to be done.” 
Meaningful recovery 
takes three to six months, 
says John Krakauer, a 
professor of neurology 
at the Johns Hopkins 
University School of Med- 
icine (he has not treated 
Odom). “After that,” 
notes Krakauer, “patients 
must learn to cope with 
the abilities they have 
left.” Stroke survivors, 
he tells Ns, usually “get 
at least three hours a 
day of language therapy, 
occupational therapy and 
physical therapy,” first at 
a rehab center, then on an 
outpatient basis. 

Odom’s long-term so- 
briety is another question 
mark. While some in 
Khloe’s inner circle are

certain he’ll seek help 
when he’s well enough 

— “This will definitely 
scare him sober,” opines

— others acknowledge 
sobriety is not a given. As 
the Khloe source notes, 
“Addiction is a disease,” 
and Odom is still battling 
his demons: “Everyone is 
just hoping for the best.” 

After all, he has broken 
past promises to stay 
clean. The couple briefly 
split in 2013 when he 
copped to cheating and 
smoking crack. When they 
made up, he tried to do 
right by his mother-in-law. 
“He said disappointing 
the family was the biggest 
mistake of his life, and 
Kris told him she loved 
him,” a source told Us at 
the time, “but she also told 
him, ‘Don’t you ever do 
this again.’”

I UNBREAKABLE? 

Odom’s near- death expe- 
rience may have revived 
old feelings, surmises 
family friend Lance Bass. 
“When anybody goes 
through some tragedy like 
this,” he told Us October 
24 at the Environmental 


Media Awards, “it’s going 
to bring you closer.” 

Just how close is unde- 
termined. Though Khloe 
has pumped the brakes on 
her divorce proceedings, a 
family source downplays 
that she wants to live as 
husband and wife once 
more: “The most sensible 
thing to do at such a time 
is not make any big moves 
and put everything on 
hold, so that’s what she 
is doing.”

OurBrand Is Crisis 


Sandra Bullock fails to rock the vote in a predictable political drama

You don't have to flip to a 24/7 news 
network to know high-stakes polit- 
ical strategizing has never been this 
intriguing. So there's little incentive 
to pull the lever on an uninspiring, 
semifictionalized account of a 2002 
election in Bolivia — even if it does 
star Sandra Bullock. She's Jane 
Bodine, a master (if off-kilter) con- 
sultant asked to fly to South America 
to help a boorish candidate win the 
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presidency. Her nay turns into a yea 
upon learning that the opposition 
has hired her stealthy rival (Billy Bob 
Thornton). Jane's plan, formulated 
while suffering from altitude sickness, 
is a shrewd one: Convince voters that 
the country will be in dire straits if this 
man doesn't win. Sure enough, his 
poll numbers climb. Because, well, why 
else make this movie? Come to think 
of it, what is the point of this movie? 


Though a confident Bullock triumphs in 
the role (originally intended for copro- 
ducer George Clooney), the film itself 
lacks oomph. For a would-be satire, 
the cynical barbs are too obvious 
and the message too heavy-handed. 
This uneven mix of cynical comedy and 
earnest drama crumbles completely 
as Jane abruptly has her own crisis — 
of conscience. Feel free to take some 
mud and sling it at the screen.
